WASHINGTON — Necessity 
for 


the prompt discharge of all men who 
can be spared from the army and 
whose enlistment contracts do not 
hold them beyond the period of the 
war, is emphasized by Gen. March 
in a circular of instruction to demo- 
bilization officers made public today. 


"The attention of all is again di- 


rected," it "says, "to the importance 
of discharging from the inilitary 
serviee as rapidly as they can be 
spared all raen drafted or enlisted 
only for the period of the omer- 
ency."

additional personnel to be retained 
on that account. Gen. March directs 
that the commandant refer the mat- 
ter to Washington for decision.

Says Board Here Pays Less 


Than Scrub Women in 


Navy Yard Get 


The failure of the present school 


board to raise the salaries of Madi- 
son school teachers is told in an in- 
terview given The Capital Times by 
D: P. Birdsell, principal of the Bati- 
dall high school. 
In a reply t'o an 


inquiry by this^aper, Mr. Birdsell 
said: 
. "The statement is 'made in tbi 
annual report of the superintendent 
of schools just out, that the cost of 
operating the schools during the year 
1917-1018 is greater than that of 
previous years by $29,521.26.

increase, he says, was due to the em- 
ployment of new teachers and to & 
material increase in salaries" mado 
necessary by the increased ycost of 
living' brought on in a great measure 
by war conditions.."

ENLARGEMENT! 
NEW STATE BILL 


Present System of ,5,000 


Miles Could be Greatly. 


Increased

The big piece of high-w»y legiala 


tion of. the present session, which'is 
the work of the senate and assembly 
committees on Highways, has boon 
introduced into both houses. 
The 


bill is in the form of amendments 
to tho present State -Trunk High- 
way Act, and State Aid Act. Its 
main provision* provide for the en- 
largement of the mileage of the 
State 
Trunk 
Highway System, 


amendments regarding . bridge and 
culvert construction, highway main- 
tenance, and the incorporation of 
new sections covering tho protection 
of the official state highway markers 
and providing for the removal of 
signs which abscuro the vision 0} 
travelers. 


Under the terms of the act, thn 


Highway Commission is empower- 
ed to increase the present Trunk 
System, which numbers 5,000 miles, 
in an amount not exceeding 2,500 
miles. The same procedure will be 
followed in laying out this addition- 
al mileage as was followed in laying 
out tho original trunk highway sys- 
tem. The Wisconsin Highway Com- 
mission and a legislative State Trunk 
Highway Committee of five mem- 
bers to bo appointed by the gover- 
nor, will lay out the system after 
tho usual public hearings. 


In the matter of highway main- 


tenance, the new bill provides that 
where any county has developed a 
system of hard surfaced roads, and 
tho funds allotted to that county by

vote. It will not rettum until April 
8, when the romajpin^ work of the 
legislature will be presecuted to the 
end, 
which •will probably be from 


May 15 to June 1. Spring is here 
and the farmer members, o{ •which 
there are about forty-two 
in the 


loiver house, are anxious to close 
up the work of the session. 
1 At first when the matter for ad- 
journment came up for considera- 
tion, the senate voted in opposition. 
It was pointed oat, however, that 
there were many important raatters 
pending before the legislature 
for 


consideration and it might be well if 
tho members get advise from thoir 
constituents at home o'n some of the 
matters. 
Assemblyman Coe sug- 


gested that members might confer 
with their friends regarding 
the 


.marketing 
bills. 
Assemblyman 


Hineman wanted tho members to get 
tho views of the "home folks" on 
the proposed law to increase 
the 


salary of county superintendents. 


In the senate it was admitted that 


many of the members wanted to dis- 
cuss with their constituents the W51- 
cox bill, which would put the entire 
expense of grade crossing improve- 
ments upon the railroads. It was 
defeated in the senate last year by 
a close vote ar.d it is now admitted 
on all sides that the bill will either 
pass or be defeated on April 9 -by 
one vote. 


Early consideration will be jdvea 


to the special appropriation bill for 
a continuation of the free employ- 
ment offices of tho state now oper- 
ated by the federal government. The 
committee on finance has reported 
on emergency appropriation of $22,- 
000 which will keep the agencies 
olive until July 1. It is expected 
that the labor situation in the state 
will have become settled by that 
time, or -that congress will have 
been called into special session and 
will be able to cope with the situa- 
'jon. There are upwards of thirty t 
Cities in Wisconsin that have these j 
federal employment bureaus, which I 


go ont of existence next Tuesday, be- 
cause of a lack of federal appropri- 
ation. 
There are two -big prowemi with 


which the legislature must grapple 
when it returns to Madison after the 
elections. The first of these will be 
the bills for the enforcement.of the 
"dry" areas and tlia second will be 
the marketing legislation. The Bauer 
bill for tho repeal of all of the re- 
strictive or liquor legislation on the 
statute books -will bo up for consid- 
eration April '10. The state affairs 
committee is working on a new mar- 
keting commission bill. With the 
big finance bills being pushed out of 
the way, two monhs in advance of 
the regular schedule, members have 
every reason to believe that with 
this vacation breathing spell they 
.will soon be able to conclude their 
duties.
